It 
was the fourth straight monthly 
decline. 
“Heaviest employment losses tor 
the month,’’ Weir said, “were in 
transportation equipment (3,100), 
foods (2,600), and retail trade 
(2,100). These were balanced to 
some extent by continued expan­ 
sion in construction and a return 
to normal from a vacation shut­ 
down in the plant of a large 
machinery manufacturer.”

JEFFERSON CITY (¿P)—A spe­ 
cial legislative committee recom­ 
mended today that the state sales 
tax be tapped to finance more and 
better local roads in a continuing, 
long range program. 
The joint House-Senate commit­ 
tee based its report on a series of 
hearings held throughout the state 
and statistical studies of the State 
Highway Commission. 
78-Page Report 
Basically 
the

report 
called for expansion of the present 
state aid law for rural mail, milk 
and school bus routes, loosening up 
some of the present restrictions, 
and new sources of revenue for 
both state and county local road 
funds. 
The 
committee 
proposed 
the 
state share be financed by ear­ 
marking some of the two per cent 
retail sales tax collected on auto­ 
motive equipment and accessories. 
But none of this money would be 
used for roads until the traditional 
one-third were transferred to the 
school fund. 
No estimate wras made on what 
revenue this w’ould produce. 
On the local level, the commit­ 
tee recommended that the Legis­ 
lature 
submit 
a 
constitutional 
amendment to let county courts 
levy a road and bridge tax of 50 
cents per $100 valuation. The limit 
now is 35 cents. 
Other recommendations w'ere: 
Increasing the amount the state 
can spend on maintenance of local 
roads from $50 to $100 a mile on 
a matching basis, w’ith the state 
providing two-thirds, counties one- 
third. 
Requiring all local road work to 
be done under the supervision of 
an engineer, with counties per­ 
mitted to join in paying his salary. 
The state would help out by pay­ 
ing two-thirds of the cost, but not 
more than $2,400 a year. 
Expanding the use of state aid 
to cover thin ts other than resur­ 
facing, 
including 
bridges, 
and 
broadening the types of roads on 
which stab money could be used. 
Under the current road l.W, the 
King law' passed in 1947, the state 
may contribute up to $l,t?00 a 
mile to build milk, mail or sefcool 
bus routes and up to $50 a mile S7o 
help maintain them. Last year the 
legislature appropriated $2 mil­ 
lion for such state aid in the 1953- 
54 fiscal year, but only $1,600,000 
of that w'as used. 
Since the program started, it has 
cost $9,078,097 in state funds and 
68,491 miles of roads have been 
built or improved. 
Improvement Essential 
The committee said improve­ 
ment of local roads is essential to 
improvement of rural schools. In 
some cases, it found, children must 
ride school buses four hours a day 
to get to and from their classes. 
And in some places bridges are so 
unsafe the children have to walk 
across them while the school bus 
is driven over unloaded.

The joint House-Senate commit­ 
tee based its report on a series of 
hearings held throughout the state 
and statistical studies of the State 
Highway Commission.

called for expansion of the present 
state aid law for rural mail, milk 
and school bus routes, loosening up 
some of the present restrictions, 
and new sources of revenue for 
both state and county local road 
funds. 
The 
committee 
proposed 
the 
state share be financed by ear­ 
marking some of the two per cent 
retail sales tax collected on auto­ 
motive equipment and accessories. 
But none of this money would be 
used for roads until the traditional 
one-third were transferred to the 
school fund. 
No estimate was made on w hat 
revenue this would produce. 
On the local level, the commit­ 
tee recommended that the Legis­ 
lature 
.submit 
a 
constitutional 
amendment to let county courts 
levy a road and bridge tax of 50 
cents per $100 valuation. The limit 
now is 35 cents. 
Other recommendations were: 
Increasing the am ount the state 
can spend on maintenance of local 
roads from $50 to $100 a mile on 
a matching basis, with the state 
providing two-thirds, counties one- 
third. 
Requiring all local road work to 
be done under the supervision of 
an engineer, with counties per­ 
mitted to join in paying his salary. 
The state would help out by pay­ 
ing tw o-thirds of the cost, but not 
more than $2,400 a year.

Reports from cooperators over 
the state and biologist field checks 
reveal that the peak of Missouri’s 
quail hatch occurred in the latter 
half of June, almost a month earli­ 
er than normal, according to Jack 
Stanford, quail biologist for the 
Conservation Commission. 
“That piece of news is cause 
for some subdued rejoicing.” he 
said, “because if the bulk of our 
quail had hatched out in mid-July 
during the period when ground tem ­ 
peratures soared to 135 degrees, we 
would have had a much greater 
mortality than occurred.” 
“ We have also learned,” he said, 
“that some renesting has occurred 
late and young were hatched in 
early September. While actual pro­ 
duction of quail is still low with 
any kind of weather, we should 
have some good hunts this year.”

T here are 84 such offices in the 
United States, Blanton declared, 
and all are under the jurisdiction 
of the Attorney General. A U S . 
A ttorney is appointed by the presi­ 
dent and confirmed by Senate for a 
four-year term . 
The num ber of attorneys for each 
state m ay vary, some having only 
one or two while New York a n d 
Texas lead with four. Missouri has 
two. 
As a representative of the gov­ 
ernm ent. he may defend the gov­ 
ernm ent or bring suit in a civil 
case while in crim inal proceedings 
he only prosecutes, and is not per­ 
m itted to defend anyone for any 
office. 
Blanton pointed out some of the 
duties and powers of the U.S. a t­ 
torney and said the attorney has 
a wonderful investigating staff that 
has much to do with the success 
of tho office.
